It would be easy enough to pus} 
a law on the statute book saying) 
that any school hoard in the prov- 
ince which engaged a teacher must | 
pay him or her at least $1200 per| 
year, if the members of the Legis- | 
lature saw fit to do so. But it} 
would be another matter to make | 
the law stand and keep the schools | 
open. Even the authority of a 
Government is limited by the con- 
sent of the governed. And with 
farm produce selling at present 
prices a requirement of that kiud 
would almost certainly mcan that. 
a large number of schools would 
be left closed. That wou!'d cer- 
tainly not be in the interests of 
the teaching profession, or of any 
other class or interest. 

The teachers will have to take 
their chances with other people in 
this recunstruction period. What 
anybody will be getting im the way 
of wages or profits a year hence 
nobody can foretell. To try to 
raise a wage scale by law at this 
time is more likely to cause a re- 
action than to attain the object, 
particularly where the wages ar2 
paid by taxation. The Minister 
says that he will fight to keep the 
minimum up to the present figure. 
He may be able to do that; but he} 
inay not, In any ease that is as 
far as he would be justified in go- 
ing at the present time, and as far 
as it is reasonable to ask him to go.
